General Indifference to Polities—The Gubernatoria; 
Question—What Governor Brown Thinks About 
the Timing of the Coalition—South Geor- 
gia Summed Up—The Be Hunter.

ON THE TRAIN, April 21.—l never saw the people 
of Geérgia’so far apart from politica as at présent. 
In a trip of over ten daysin which I have metal) 
sorts of folks there is but one feeling, and that is 
perfect indifference towards-all things political. 

The truth is the people are contented and pros- 
perous, They are enthusiastic over the material 
crowth and are giving it all their attention. It is 
this that will work strongest against the success of 
the new political movement. The people are called 
on to revolt—to ery out and kick out and 
fight out—when they are really  satis- 
tied with thingsas they are. You can’t Havea re- 
volt unless the people you want toget upthe revolt 
are nad—and if lever saw a people less mad and 
less disposed to tear their shirts off than the people 
of Georgia are now, I do not remember it. 

There is no sentiment developed on the zuberna- 
torial question. The people haven't thought about 
it. Waren I asked them they would show me 
round to the ar-esian well or talk turpentine at 
me. There is some talk in Albany of putting Colonel 
Tete Smith forward, and in Thomasville of sending 
upsome delegations for Colonel McIntyre. Beyond 
these . local preferences, however, noth- 
ing is definite, In the congressional 
races Turner will probably have a walkover in the 
second fora renomination. His late speech came 
in good time to save him from the criticism of inac- 
tivity. In the first Mr. Black will have plain sail- 
ing if he gets wel), it is said, though several gentle- 
men had brushed up their clothes in expectation 
of a sudden call to Washington. In the third Gen- 
eral Cook will have asharp struggle with Judge 
<risp—the feeling as to which is the strongest, very- 
ing with locality. It is said there will be a popular 
independent candidate in the second, two promi- 
nent democrats being named by rumor. In the 
tirst Aaron Collins, the dispossessed collector of 
Brunswick, is aunounced as a straight republican 
candidate, 

The leaders of the new movement have their vic- 
tory yet to win, as far as this section is concerned, 
The democracy was never so thoroughly united as 
itisin south Georgia to-day, and the free-lance 
«rusaders have made no impression on the phal- 
anxes. . 


Commenting on this fact that made itself appa- 
rent everywhere, Governor Brown said: 

‘‘There’s a great deal in ‘timing’ a thing right. I 
never saW a thing ‘timed’ worse than the coalition 
movement, If its leaders had sprung it in the heat 
of a campaign when the people were aroused they 
might have had a big rally. But they pitched it 
nght in the dead of winter When the people were 
not thinking of politics. They issued their mani- 
festoes and made their speeches, and printed their 
letters—and they fell tiat. The people were busy 
at something else, and didnt partake of the ex- 
citement. So the thing started out with a blight on 
it, and many people who might have gone in un- 
cer more favorable circumstances, shied off, seeing 
that nobody else seemed to be taking hold. The 
leaders will find it very hard to get over this de- 
pression. They oughtto have had more judge— 
ment in ‘timing’ their movement.” 


Summing up the observations of a ten day’s trip 
through South Georgia, I can only say that the pro- 
gress, prosperity and enterprise shown in this mis- 
understood section was astonishing. I do not think 
there is a county in the state to equal Thomas in 
prosperous farmers; none to surpass Dougherty in 
fine plantations; no towns that show mere growth 
than Albany and Thomasviile. Mr. 5S, T. Kings- 
berry, with whom we traveled pleasantly fora day 
ortwo, reports the same state of things at Quit- 
man. 

‘‘We have one truck farmer,’’ he said, ‘‘who 
cleared $8,500 on his farm last year. His name is 
George W. McBree, and he has madea large fortune 
principally out of fruits and vegetables.’’ 

A very important item for the pine belt extend- 
ing from Eastman through Jessup, Quitman and 
Thomasville, and. stretching up to Albany, will be 
the northern visitors who seek health 
amid its forests. Ten years agothisstrip of coun- 
try, really the sanitarium of the south, was com- 
paratively unknown. There were a few invalids 
at Aikén, the head of this belt, but its southerly 
extension, warmer and miore salubrious, was 
terra incognita, The tide worked through it, il- 
limitablé groves aiid spent itself in Florida. Of late 
years, however, this has changed. . 

The nerthera invalids who wintered in the pine reg- 
ion thigyear was fully double what it was last year, 
and the happiest results are reported. Several hotels 
have been built, notably the Mitchell at Thom- 
asville, and the Upland at Eastman, that charging 
$3.50 and $4 dollars a day, equal in menu,style and 
luxury to the best New York houses. A dozen 
such hotels located at Cochran; Hawkinsville, 
Albany, Quitman, and about, would be filled next 
winter and after. 


There is one thing that needscorrection. At the ho- 
telsI noticed ‘‘New York beef’’on all the bills, Upon 
inquiry I found that the beef was actually shipped 
in refrigerators from Fulton market, fortuse in the 
best grazing country in the world. So with the 
mutton and the ham. Much of the butter used in 
the hotels, if not all of it, came from New York. 
Atthe Mitchell house canned turkey and chick- 
en—delicious it was too—was used, being brought 
2.000 miles. There were canned peas on the table, 
canned corn, and canned peaches, all imported 
from New York. There was canned tongue and 
canned beef likewise imported. At one hotel I no- 
ticed condensed milk wa#{used. Now, why should 
not Thomas county supply all of this, to the profit 
of the country, the saving of the hotel keeper and 
the pleasure and health of the guests. But we can 
sono further. The boxes in which strawberries 
were shipped come from Maine. The pear Crates 
come from Portland. The turpentine barrels come 
from New York. In all of these small things, this 
section, accounted self-supporting, to an unusual 
degree, pays tribute to the north. These facts 
beat argument and discourage even suggestion,

As tothe condition of the crops; there wa sno va- 
riation inthe general cheerful outlook. Everywhere 
there was larger area in grain and less area in cot 
ton. This Was backed by economy in purchases for 
farm and family, and restricticn of credit. 
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At Jesup which, by the way, isa place where you 
always lay over, Deputy Sheriff Austin told me ofa 
ajueer local industry-——that of hunting bee trees. In 
the cypress and pine trees of the swamps the wild 
bees were hived, and immense stores of 
honey are found in the hollows. The bee- 
hunter goes into the woods with a rude gourd filled 
with syrup or some sweet stuff. He puts this in 
some conspicuous place and waits for a bee that is 
out withempty honey-sacs. When such a one 
strikes the gourd aud loads himself, hestrikes a 
‘‘hee-line’ for his tree. The hunter follows him 
over hill and dale, through creeks and brambles, 
for on the vanishing speck in the blue of the sky 
depends his day’s earnings When the little wan- 
derer gets home, the bee-hunter has him spotted. 
He summons his family, fells the tree, stupefies the 
bees with sulphur fumes and rifles the shattered 
trunk of its sweets, The honey is usually 
strained by the wives of the hunters and the 
wax sold seperately. One tree often represents the

yille is the great shipping point for wild honey 
and its trade is considerable.

MURDER CASE. 


THE CRAMER 


Nine Jurymen Secured in Twe Days---Incidents and 
Events. 

New Haven, April 20.—In the Malley case 
on Wednesday theentire special panel of 
sixty wasexhausted. Only eight jurors have 
been secured and a panel of 100. has been or- 
dered for to-morrow. ‘The names of the 
jurors selected to-day are John G. Chapman, 
of New Haven, 45 years of age, a Baptist and 
dealer in horse powders; Charles b. Clark, of 
Beacon Falls, age 55, a workman at the Home 
woolen company’s mill; George W. Wood- 
ruff of Bethany, age 60, a farmer; Robert 
Gates, of Derby, age about 55, a far- 
mer; and Henry Furman, of Milford, 
age apparently 50 years, a farmer. There 
is nothing in the proceedings thus far to indi- 
cate whether or not counsel for Blanche 
Douglass will make common cause with the 
attorneys for the two Malley boys. Her 
counsel do not know of any intention on her 
part to make any confession. She said to-day 
to areporter that she was through with the 
Malleys and her old life forever. Soon after 
the opening of the afternoon session Lewis 
Cassidy, of Philadelphia, appeared in court. 
He has been retained fur James Malley, and 
makes the seventh lawyer for the defense. 
He said toa reporter that he should take no 
active part in the trial for several days, and 
should be governed by developments as to 
whether he really entered into it at all. 

All day the Malley cousins seemed to be in 
the best of spirits. Waster was unusually 
scholastic in manner. At times he raised his. 
hands, interlocked his fiugers and squeezed 
his palms together, as though in a brown 
study. He peered through his glasses curi- 
ously at the jurors declared competent by the 
court, and held frequent consultations with 
Sam Jones. James Malley sat bolt upright, 
and with careened head listened patiently to 
the proceedings. Biauche Douglass again sat 
alone, unbefriended save by her lawyers. She 
did not deign to recognize the cousins. 

It was maintained during the preliminary 
trial of the Malleys that Walter and James 
Malley, Blanche Douglass, and Jennie Cramer 
ate supper in Redclifie’s Thursday evening, 
August 4, 1881, the week of the tragedy. It 
is now said that the party of four in Red- 
cliffe’s was composed of George C. Stock, head 
shipping clerk in the Candee rubber com- 
pany’s shop, and a resident of West Haven; 
William Sperry, and Miss Lizzie Wilmot, of 
Madison avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y. The last 
named lady was spending a few days with 
West'Haven friends. | 

The court sat fuur hours and. a. half Thurs- 
day and disposed of a panel of .100 persons, 
arid secured one juror George B. Hotchkiss. 
a young farmer, to try the Malleys and 
Blanche Douglass, making nine jurors in 
three days. For to-morrow 101 persons have 
been summoned. Up to the closing hour 
each of the accused has used fourteen of the 
twenty peremptory challenges allowed, and 
the state attorney used eight. Nearly two 
hundred persons have been excused, mainly 
because ot opinions formed. As oneof the 
court officers remarked: ‘‘If it were January 
instead of the busy season of the year, you 
wouldn't find sO many farmers 
with opinions disqualifying them 
to act.’’ Quite a number of those ex- 
amined declared they had conscientious seru- 
ples against capital punishment. Nearly all 
had read the papers and formed opinions. 
The state attorney tried to avail himself of 
supreme court ruling in the case of the State 
vs. Edwin Hoyt, recently hanged at Bridge- 
port, to the effect that “an opinion that an 
accused person is guilty of homicide formed 
without consideration from reading an ac- 
count of it in a newspaper and dependent 
upon correctness of account, but which is so 
indefinite as not to create bias in the per- 
son’s mind'so that he cannot try the case im- 

artially upon the evidence, Coes not disqual- 
ify him from sitting upon a trial as a juror.”’ 

Judge Granger ruled adversely, thus in- 
creasing the difficulty in securing a jury. Mr. 
Cassidy, of Philadelphia, a lawyer engaged in 
defense, expressed surprise that but one Juror 
was secured to-day, and said he believed that 
the balance, before being examined as to their 
qualifications should be sworn, The city is 
full of talk as to the character of the several 
jurors secured, and it is freely stated that one 
of them can be influenced by the defense. It 
is rumored that the fourth juror, John G. 
Chapman, of this city, will. from some cause 
not be allowed to serve. When asked if this 
were true, Chapman told a reporter that 
he had nothing to gay at present. Two 
jurors, who tried Rev. H. H. Hayden 
for murdering Mary Stannard, were ex- 
amined to-day. The state promptly challeng- 
ed one, and would have challenged the other 
but he declared he had an opinion and was 
excused by the court. The court room was 
crowded all day... Among those presefit were 
Ada Rehan, Mrs. Gilbert and members of 
Daly’s New York company, who sat for sev- 
eral hours on the spectatGrs’ benches, and Mr. 
Reed, of Chicago, one 6f Guiteau’s counsel. 
Mr. Reed was introdticed..to ten lawyers in 
the case, and also to Judge Granger. E. W. 
Scott, a Pinkerton detective, is a constant at- 
tendant, and it is understood heis to watch 
the jury, after twelve men are secured, to see 
that no one is tampered with. Among the ru-

Wasursaton, April 25.-The Georgia dele- 
gation in the house. will.vote solidly against 
the «tariff commissiot® bill unless Mr. Speer 
makes his usual record of difference with his 
colleagues. ,Two of our men have given the 
measure very pointed thrusts. General Phil 
Cook madea short but pungent argument 
against it, and Mr. Turner delivered, I be- 
believe, one of the three ablest speeches in 
the entire house debate on the subject. The 
only other efforts so unanimously compli- 
mented were those of Carlisle aad Hewitt. 
Mr. Turner has one result following his 
speech, which might embarrass a weaker man, 


It is that in raising the expectation of the house 
a great deal will be expected of -him next 
time. In his case nobody need expect to find 
the falling off so often noticed in congress 
after one able speech. He is the man to go 
ahead. : 

TAFFY FROM FRYE, 

The south received some complimentary 
expressions from a queer source yesterday 
afternoon. Senator Frye made a fine record 
in the house and when he went into the sen- 
ate alongside of old maidish Mr. Hale he was 
expected to loom considerably. He has never 
justified such expectations, Nearly every- 
thing he has said has been twisted to the ex- 
treme of bitter sectionalism. He has dealt im 
the cheap stuff of the campaign stum pers and 
has bored the senate to the limit of forbear- 
ance on that line. For this reason he may bave 
varied his style yesterday. He went off into 
an elaborate eulogy of the southern people, 
declaring New England ready to hug the en- 
tire lot of them, lauding their gallantry in 
war and their generosity in peace. Asso 
much rhetoric and oratory all this was very 
good, but asaspeech from the Maine poll- 
tician it was quite laughable. He didn't 
mean it, It was taffy and scorched, bad tast- 
ing taffy at that. Hale hag had sense enough 
to keep his mouth shut in the senate with the 
exception of a well put speech in the dead 
lock, defending lis staie without abusing 
Others. Frye hasscreamed himself hoarse a 
dozen times. One has risen since he 
entered the senate. The other 
has fallen to the level of 
the commonest sensational talker, falling 
into the class atthe head of which stands 
old fog horn Conger, of Michigan. 

MR, STEPHENS. 

Mr. Stephens is now steadily engaged read- 
ing the proof sheets of his new -history of 
the United States. No man living has the 
history of our last half century so vividly 
pictured in his brain, Himself one of the 
most active figures of this period he has 
known the initiation and ripening of its ey- 
ery movement, the conflict of its opin- 
ions, the struggles and triumphs and failures 
of its mighty men. - His work will be of 
great value. He admits as his last ambition 
its completion and full finishing and when 
he has done with it much will 
be expected. His marvelous capac- 
ity for work is demonstrated every day, 
when most of the public men in Washington 
ure snoozing to the lazy hour of a fashionable 
breakfast, the bright eye and patient face of 
this weak old man are bent over manuscript 
or proof-sheet, or he is busily preparing tor 
the work of the day in the house. 

COLONEL HAMMOND’S: STRONG SPEECH. 

A strong speech was made in the demo- 
cratic caucus Monday night by Colonel Ham- 
mond on the policy of the party for this ses- 
sion. Hehas taken high rank among its 
leaders, having on three or four oceasions in 
the present congress distinguished himself 
against hard odds. His committee service 
has been of ayalue appreciated here, but 
little known outside, A con- 
gressman is quickest recognized 
among his peers by that hard service, which 
the outside world never bears of. Seldom, 
however, does a representative carry the two 
so well together as Colonel Hammond has 
contucted his committee and ‘house work this 
session. Mr. Money, of Mississippi, a good 
critic of congressional material,and a man far 
from loose compliments, said to some new 
members a few weeks ago when Hammond 
obtained the floor: ‘‘There is one man you are 
always safe in staying to hear. for whenever 
he speaks, you will hear something good.’’ 

GEORGIA’S DELEGATION. 

The entire Georgia delegation has done ex- 
cellent work. They are commended by their 
constituents and by outsiders who are not so 
fortunate in their national representation. A 
more regular and industrious set of men I have 
never seen anywhere, and if those two vacant 
seats in the senate had their proper occupants 
to-day, Georgia could afford to hold as high a 
head in the national congress as any state of 
this union.

| IRELAND IN CONSRESS. 


Air. Rebinson Keturns to the Sabject—Tae Ascertaia 
ment of Private Ciaims. 

Wasuixetoy, April 22.—In the house, Mr. 
Robinson, of New York, rising to a parlia- 
mentary inquiry, referred to the fact that the 
resolution relative to American citizens. im- 
prisoned in Ireland had not yet been reported 
by the ‘committee on foreign affairs. Al- 
though the rules required that it shoul be 
reported back within one week, 
it was now three months since 
the resolution had been referred. to . the 
committee, and he ingired how long the 
house was to wait before the committee re- 
por in. regard to American citizens still 
eld in jail by an impudent and overpowering 
monarch. The speaker held that that 
was not a privileged, question, whereupon 
Mr. Robinson moved to discharge the com- 
mittee from further consideration of the res- 
olution, and Mr. Cox, ef New York. seconded 
the motion. Mr. Dunnel, of Minnesota, 
a member of the committee on foreign affairs, 
defended the committee from the criticisms 
passed upon it, declaring that the English 
government was disposed to accede to the de- 
mands of our government. Our government 
was not at fault, andthe committee would 
show that fact if it were allowed time to com- 

lete the reports, Mr. Robinson stated that 
1e would not press the matter to-day, but 
would call it up again on Monday. 

ASCEKTAINMENT OF PRIVATE CLALMS, 

The house resumed consideration of the 
bill providing for the judicial ascertainment 
of private claims. 

Considerable discussion ensued and several 
amendments were offered and rejected. Mr. 
Bragg, of Wisconsin, moved that the original 
“common bill” amended by Mr. Holman, 
which amendment provides that the jurisdic- 
tion of the court shall not extend to 
or include any claim against the United 
States growing out of the des:ruction of prop- 
pay by the army or navy during the rebel- 
ion, or for the use and occupation of real es- 
tute by*any part of the forces of the United 
States at the seat of war, nor any 
claim against the United States which 
is now barred by virtue of the provision of 
any law of the United States, and provides 
that claimants shallaver that they did not 
give any aid and comfort to the rebellion, be 
committed to the judicary committee. The 
vote resulted 81 to 63, but Mr, Hammond 
raised a point of no quorum voting, and the 
matter went over until Monday. The house 
at 3:40 adjourned. 


THE RODGERS 


Burned on New Years Day—All Hands and Some Pro- 
.Visions Saved. 
By Cable to the New York Herald, 

Irkutsk, April 18.—The following las been 
received by post from Mr. Jackson, dated at 
Yakutsk, on March 27th: 

‘‘T arrived here to-day. There is ne news 
from Melville. I leave for the north on the 
29th. Governor Tchernaieff renders every as- 
sistance. It will be fifty days yet before the 
ice breaks up here. The steamer Lena will 
be useless. shall secure a steam launch for 
the inonth of June to come down the Lena 
river to Bulun for news or for my return.” 

The following important dispatch from Mr, 
Jackson sent to this place by estafette or cour- 
ier express from Yakutsk, has also reached me 
to-day: 

KARAGA Trrinsky, on the Lena river, April 
2, 1882.—-'‘E arrived at this place, distant 120 
versts (eighty miles) from Yakutsk, shortly 
after noon, en route for Bulun. Here was, 
and is now, the [spravnik (local governor) of 
Sredni (or middle) Kolymsk, Mr. Feodor de 
Varawa, who has just left the Herald corres- 
pondent, Mr. W. H, Gilder, at Verkhoyansk, 
having accompanied him thither from the 
Kolyma river.

‘I will reach Ya- 
kutsk toward the end of April. Melville, 
with the Ispravnik of this district, started on 
the search February 11. There is no news 
from them since then. ‘W. H. Girper.’”’ 

THE BURNING OF THE RODGERS. 

Mr. Jackson’s dispatch continues: ‘As, un- 
fortunately, I cannot see the dispatches of 
Mr. Gilder, which are sent under seal to Govy- 
ernor Tchernaieff, I give you the information 
received from the Ispravnik of Sredni Kol- 
ymisk, and have asked Governor ° Tchernaieff 
to send the dispatches by express courier to 
irkutsk. 

“The Ispravnik left Kolymsk thirty-four 
days ago with Mr Gilder, who had made a 
long journey overland among the Chukches 
and had arrived at Kolymsk in the latter part 
of February. The journey te that point in 
mid-winter had been a terrible one. The 
Ispravnik says that Mr. Gilder brings infor- 
mation that the steamer Rodgers was burned 
on the ist of January, this year; that Lien- 
tenant Berry and the crew are at Tupkan, 
where they get food enough from the 
Chukches. The Ispravnik (Mr. de Varawa) 
of Kolymsk, had sent tobacco and tea to them 
for bartering purposes, They needed nothing 
else. ° 

Three months’ provisions were sayed from 
the ship. Tupkan is near Cape Serdze Ka- 
men. 

THE FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

‘‘Further detuils say that endeavors to save 
the ship was madein vain. She lay within 
a short distance’ of the shore, but the young 
ice could not bear the weight of the men, 
and a line frem the ship tothe shore was 
fixed wlth much difficulty. By this line and 
the boats the crew were all safely Janded. 
The ent‘re ship’3 company are in good health 
and spirits. There is no danger of their stary- 
ing! Governor Tcherna.eff has given orders 
to the Chuekche chiefs to do all in their 
power to assist the shipwrecked crew. 


3 FEARS, 

‘The latest news from Verkhoyansk is that 
they are anxious there about the Ispraynik 
who went with Melville and. «who they think 
ought to have returned in. Febriary (old 
style). He has not yet returned. Terrible 
hurricanes, with:snow, have prevailed of late 
in the Verkhoyansk district, and they are 
afraid the Ispravnik has perished, and 
eyentually the whole party. Asthe Ispravnik 
had orders to accompany Melville until such 
time as the latter might choose to send him 
back, I believe thereis no reason for anxiety.”’

AN EXCITING NIGHT. 


A Band of Lynchers Met and Piseiaded From Their 
Undertaking. 
From Athens, Ga., Banner-Watehman, April 22. 
Several days since the attrorities of Athens 
received reliable informativn that an attempt 
would be made by gentletuen from adjacent 
counties to lynch the murderers of young 
Rountree, andthat Thursday night was set 
forthe purpose. But the fnatter was kept 
quiet, not exceeding a dozen persons in the 
city being acquainted with the facts. 
Prompt steps were taken to avert.the trouble. 
Iixtra poiice were selected to. guard 
the city, while the original foree, com- 
prising seven men under Chief Davis, were 
armed to the teeth, each having a Winchester 
sixteen shooter and three gistols, and station- 
ed on top of the jail, where entrenched be- 
hind a wall of brick they could resistan army. 
About midnight, when these officers invaded 
the jail, the prisoners took them fora mob 
and expressed great fear; but upon learning 
their names quiet was restored. It was fear- 
fully cold upon the tin roof, and the guard 
suffered from its effects, but they nobly kept 
their post. 
Butin the meantime a delegation of our 
best citizens had gone out to meet the parties 
who come tolynch the prisoners agd do all 
ia.their power to dissuade them fegm the 
task. They knew the direction to take, and 
near the paper mill came upon the adyance 
ua?4, cOMprisipg about one ‘hundred end 
fifty men, armed to the teethand each man 
carrying a breech-loading shotgun, They 
stated that six hundred more recruits were 
coming gn’ behind, many of them baying 
ridden fifty miles er more to Jend their aid, 
The situation in Athens and the wishes 
of our people were explained to 
these gentlemen by the committee of citizens, 
They were told that whilé oiir péopie Were as 
much incensed As they at the brutal murder, 
it was the unanimous wish that the law be 
allowed to take its course. iLhere was no 
necessity for mob violence, as we had a fafr 
and just court, which would meet to the crim- 
tnals their just deserts. The party stated 
chat they dil not come to cYerride the will 
of our people, but rather to lend their aid 
to aven this inhuman butchery 
that had aroused the white men of Georgia 
from the mountains to the seashore. They | 
knew the gallantry of the men of Athens, 
und at the same time recognized the fact that 
it would not do for them to take the law in 
their own hands after the prisoners were 
placed in the charge of legal officers. They 
respected the law abiding sentiments, and 
would guietly disperse at their request, as 
they had comenot as enemies to the whites, 
but as their friends and helpers. And 
they further stated, that should their 
services, be required to quell any further dis- | 
turbance they would march several thousand 
strong into the city at short notice, as they 
were thoroughly prepared. This large body 
was composed of the best men in the various | 
sections from which they hailed. They were 
not a desperate, hot-headed mob, but quiet, 
determined citizens, who had come boldly 
and undisguised to the redress of a great 
wrong.

The Georgia Baptist convention «met in 
‘Americus to-day, 20th, at10a.m. Rev. R. H. 
| Harris preached tlie introductory sermon 
from the text: “The law was given by Moses, 
but grace and truth cameé by Jesus Christ.’ 
The sermon was elaborately prepared, and 
handsomely delivered, and set forth the con- 
ception that the law had its mission in edu- 
cating materialistic humanity to the point of 
appreciating the grace of God in Christ, and 
salvation through faith in him. The speaker 
also denionstrated the truth that good works 
flow naturally and inevitably from salvation 
by the grace: of God, and: concluded by a 
beautiful description of present joy and future 
rest for the believer. Mr. Harris was for 
some years a promising lawyer, but he aban- 
doned the law for the ministry, and is now 
one of the rising and most promising young 
nunisters of his denomination in'the state. 

After the sermon the moderator, Rey. Dri 
P. H. Mell, called the conyention to order, 
and after the appointment of Rev. W. A, 
Overton, chairman of committee on creden- 
tials, with D. E. Daniels, C. D. Campbell,’ J. 
H, Cawood and E. M. Hooten as members of 


the committee, the convention adjourned for 
dinner.

BULLION. 


The Effect of the Geld Bar and Coin Exchange Bil 
Before Congress. 
Special to the Chicago Times. 

Nrew York, April 18,—There was some com- 
ment in Wall street to-day on the bill passed 
by the lower house of congress on Monday to 
authorize the exchange of gold bars for gold 
coin at the sub treasury here at par. Under 
an act passed in 1872 such exchanges can be 
made only at the premium rulingin the open 
market, and never below par. About $2,500,- 
#00 of bars are in the  sub-treas- 
ury and 330,000,000 in the assay 
office vault. Allthis bullion is in $5,000 bars. 
Manufacturing jewelers prefer to buy from 
the bullion brokers, who keep their gold in 


_ smaller bars, ranging from $100 to $1,000 each, 


and who always sell as low as and often lower 
than the government can under the act of 
i8f2. A month ago the supply of bars in the 
brokers’ otticers became very low, and the 
prsmium advanced *%, 9-16, and at one time 
“ percent. Then the bullion brokers asked 
the secretary of the treasury to allow them to 
exchange gold coin at par for the barsin the 
sub-treasury. Had the order been secured 
the whole supply would have been taken at 
once to be melted down and re-cast into 
smaller sizes; but the secretary said he could 
not disregard the law of 1872. The bill that 
passed the house on Monday was the result. 
Af it becomes a law the sub-treasury and the 
aesay office here will quickly be relieved of 
the surplus gold, and the government will save 
the expense of transporting the bullion to and 
from Philadelphia and of the coining at the 
mint there. 


DISAPPEARING BEFORE THE WEDDING. 


A Philadelphia Bride and Hridegroom Missing on 
the Eventing Set for Their Marriage. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 20.—Some time ago 
the engagement of Miss Mamie Mitchell, who 
lived at Sixteenth and Buttonwood streets, to 
Mr. Frank Ritchie, who is said to be the son 
of a Dublin clergyman, was announced. Mrs. 
Mitchell objected somewhat at first to the 
match, but finally yielded, especially when 
Ritchie agreed that the marriage ceremony 
should be performed by a Catholic priest. 
The marriage wasset down for this evening 
and Father Donnelly, of St Julius, was to 
otticiate. Ritchie said that he had made all 
the necessary arrangements with Father Don- 
nelly. The invitations for the wedding were 
issued, a bridesmaid was chosen and the 
bride’s trousseau was prepared.

‘This re- 
minder of his doom had a marked effect upon 
the prisoner, who shifted nervously about.

Ix the vote upon the resolution that  Mor- 
mon Delegate Cannon was duly elected \and 
returned as a deledate for Utah; and that he 
is entitled to his seat, the Georgia delegation 
stood in favor, Buchanan, Clements, Cook, 
Speer and Turner, Congressmen Black and 
Blount and Stephens did not vote. Mr. 
Hammond was paired with Mr. McCook. 


AN interesting contribution to the discus- 
sion of the convict question is made by Mr. 
Jos. M. Smith the well known contractor; 
who, in a case at Lexington, testifies that the 
convicts cost him $175 apiece a year, and that 
he would like toend his contract. A com- 
parison of all the costs and profits of the sev- 
eral convict camps would be likely to bring 
out some striking statistics not so much 
against the system as many think. 


Tue Mississippi improvement bill is still in 
the senate, and the senators who have spoken 
on the subject give no indication, of the re- 
sult. Some want to raise the levees, while 
others think the channel should be deepened. 
Others would do both at the expense of the 
people, and nothing short of the final votes 
will show what the preponderance of senti- 
mentis. Mr. McPherson, of New Jersey, is 
in favor of a large expenditure of money, and 
he does not seem to care whether the most of 
it is put in levees or in channel improve 
ments. Mr. Vest, of Missouri, takes the 
broad Missouri ground that it is the duty of 
the general government to keep its big stream 
off of adjacent lands, but Mr. Morgan, of Al- 
abama, failed to appreciate Mr. Vest’s law of 
the case, Mr. Harrison, of Indiana, does not 
think the government should go into the 
business of reclaiming lands. None of the 
eastern republican senators have expressed 
their views; and the debate of this week will 
doubtless be very interesting. The effort to 
have a votetaken to-morrov’ failed, and the 
bill will be called up day by aay as unfinished 
business until the tide of discussion is ex- 
hausted. 


VAGRANCY. 
We desire ‘to call attention to the loose 
manner.that our vagrant laws are enforced. 
‘Ita great wrong to society and a fruitful 
source of. crime. To this cause as much as 
anything else can be traced the presence of 
small-pox in our midst. The number of va- 
grants are increasing, and we never hear of an 
arrest even for thiscrime. We call upon the 
authorities of the city, county, and state to 
enforce the law against vagrants vigorously. 
The law is as explicit as it can be made, and 
applies to any person, black or white, who 
wanders about leading an idle life who being 
able to work does not work and has no visible 
means Of living. The law treats vagrancy as 
an offense on account of the moral wrong and 
for the harm it does the vagrant as well as in- 
jury that results to society. 

If a person has asettled home without 
means of subsistence, and cannot get work 
he is a pauper, and not a vagrant, and it. is 
the duty ofthe authorities to aid them to 
live, and it should be done. A vagrant is no 
better than a:thief, and should be treated as 
such. If the law was enforced, as it should 
be, there would not be so many violations, 
and we earnestly appeal to those whose duty 
it is to press this law so as to put§a stop 
to it. Vagrancy has been a statutory offense 
from a very early day and was probably an 
offense atcommon law. It is a crime that 
grows because the ignorant and vicious see 
vagrants living without work, leading an idle 
life, strolling from place to place, and they 
follow the example, and while living from 
hand to month, generally steal everything 
that comes in“their way. They have no ambi- 
tion to keep themselves clean,and generally 
their haunts are the filthiest placesin the city, 
and they breed disease and death. Work jis 
plentiful, and amy one wanting it can get it, 
and the idle part of the community should 
be put to work at once. Wiil the mayor and 
police commissioners take this matter in 
hand atonce?) The grand jury could do no 
better ‘work than to thoroughly sift the crime 
and shake up vagrancy in all its ramifications

Our esteemed contemporary, the New York

This has been 
made manifestina hundred different direc- 
tions, sO that the editor of the 
Times itust necessarily have observed at 
least afew of them. There wasa time when 
even the Times was wont to toy in its humor- 
ous column with the sentiments of fraternity, 
threatening, indeed, to make aserious mat- 
ter of them at some time in the near future. 
We remember, however, that the liberality of 
the Times vanished whenever the _ bosses 
cracked their whips. 

In regard to the comments made in these 
columns on the Rountree murder, we are 
frank to say that they cannot be explained to 
the editor of the Times, Heving no sort of 
conception. of the difticulties.-by which the

To the ordinary reader, this volume of verse will 
have little or no meaning, even when its motive 1s 
discovered. It appears that the elder Boker was 
connected with the Girard bank in Philadelphia, 
and after he was dead fault was found with hisac- 
counts. If the inflamed rhymes in this book have 
any reasonable basis there must have been quitea 
scandal. The motive of the volume is good,in 
fact excellent, far better than the poetry, which, 
with the exception of a few scattered stanzas here 
and there, is a queer procession ot wild 
rhetoric and severe. commenplace; both 
the rhetoric and the common- 
place being characteristically Philadelphian 
in style and tone. With the exception of Mr. 
Childs, Mr. Boker is the first and last Philadelphian 
to achieve poetic celebrity. Itis a pity, therefore, 
that he should offer to the publie such a volume as 
this which is without a particle of public interest. 
Asa family memorial simply there is no fault to be 
found with it, but it is pot poetry; it is not even 
literatiixre.

FEWER FERTILIZERS. 

We present below a table of guano receipts at 
depots all over the state. The figures are furuished 
to THE CONSTITUTION by the railroad agents at the 
several stations, and may be relied on as correct. 

While only partiof the ‘ground is covered, the re- 
turnscome from so wide a territory that we are sure 
the average isatrue one. Some of the returns are 
made as follows: ‘‘Acworth—Received 1881, 538 
tous; 1882, 275 tons; estimated will sell, 130 tons: 
R. W. Mitchell, agent.’’ ‘The heavy inerease 
at certain points isexplained by the fact that new 
railroads have been built. At Roswell, for example, 
there are about 400 tons increase—which Manietta 
would doubtless decrease if we had the Marietta 
returns. These points tend to increase the differ- 
ence between the two years rather than diminish 
it. 

It will be seen that the decrease in north Georgia 
is about forty per cent; the decrease in middle 
Georgia is about forty-two per cent; the decrease in 
south Georgia is hardly perceptible: the percentage 
of decrease in the state is about: twenty-five per 
cent. Theheavy returns from south Georgia lower 
the general per cent of decrease very much. After 
a careful study of this table we should estimate the 
percentage of decrease over the state at thirty-three 
percent. The heaviest decrease is shownin the 
strip of territory between Athens and Union Point, 
and in the section between Cartersville and Dalton.

He was so indignant that 
he stalked around the senate chamber several 
times, and then, becoming a little more composed, 
he selected another chair after a critical inspection 
and deposited himself in it. Senator Butler went 
over to him for mollifying purposes, but the judge 
waved him off and declined to listen to him. On 
the last oecasion that he bursted through a chair 
Mr. Conkling. who was then in the senate, chuckled 
audibly, aud he would not take any notice of him 
for a week after. 


CARD FROM COL. L. P. GRANT. 

Eptirors CoNstTItvTion: I clip the following edi 
torial from your issue of Friday last: 

NO PARK. 

“The board of aldermen. met on Wednesday and 
vetoed the action of the city council in the park 
question. Atthe session of the boara there were 
present, Aldermen Beerrmann,Lowry and Healy, and 
the veto Was by a unanimous vote. The aldermanic 
board claim that one city council has no right, by 
the charter of Atlanta, to bind any future council, 
and as theterms laid down by Colonel Grant re- 
quire au annual expenditure ef about $2,000 they 
reject the work of the council. It is also said that 
the boird took a broad view of the case and consid- 
ered the ‘‘poverty of the third ward.’’ In reaching 
the proposed park from the city the dire.t route 
would be through this ward, where the streets are 
too narrow to make a good thoroughfare. Then, 
too, to secure such streets as would be desirable 
leading to a park, the cost would be so great that 
the owners along the route would be bankrupted if 
the improvementswere made as the city laws direct ’ 


The foregoing is correct as to the action of the 
board ofaldermen on the ground that the present 


council conld not bind a future council to the an- 
nual expenditure required. T «point seems to 
have been well taken, and th legal bar will be 
stricken from the conditions o the donation. I can, 
with full confidence, trust future councils the 
proper sapere eut of a property which will grow 
in public favor as it becomes known toour citizens. 

Iean hardly believe tnatthe board in taking ‘‘a 
broad view of the ease’’ found it necessary to taunt 
the citizens of the third ward with their ‘‘poverty.’’ 
I notice that oneof the board disavows this throngh 
your paper. Nor do, I believe, that the board made 
the erroneous statement inreference to the width 
of the streetsin the third ward, as a majority of 
suid streets are sixty feet wide, and we have only 
three, to the best of my Knowledge. of greater width 
in the city. 

The citizens of the third ward are not, generally 
possessed of much of this world's goods, but they 
are industrious and progressive; and they will 
cheerfully bear their proportion of the cost of im- 
proving the streets. to. the exten* that the comfort 
and couvenience of the public may require. We 
offer the tity a donatign whieb for intrinsic beauty 
and adaptaiion to an ornamenta], park, will chal- 
lenge the idmiration of all who Visit it. The ac- 
ceptance by the city will be followed by the early 
construciion of a street railway to the site. 

In considering this question, it is well to keepin 
mind that the city is only in its infancy. Some of 
Lour youth will live to see not only the present wards 
covered with substantial improvements, but others 
added beyond the present city limits.

“the section of the city. charter governing this 
eleetion leave ihe matter in your hauds Are you 
golng to order an election, and ifse,when’?’ — 

“No: shall? wait until the eity council 
meets.” he replied. “You see I can order the 
election or the city council can do the same. If I 
were to issue the order now, the va- 
Cant seat coula not be filled. by the 
hext meeting as that is only a weck off. Then two 
weeks must elapse before another ineeting, and 
that will give the ten days’ notice. I see no reasons 
why the electicn should not be ordered by the 
general council.”’ 

As has been frequently said upon the stree’s and 
in these columns, it will not be an easy matter to 
fillthe chair made vacant by Doctor Mitchell's 
death, but despite this fact candidates are being 
hewed outand pushed forward by their friends. 
So far only the best gentleman in the first ward 
have been mentioned as Doctor Mitchell's 
successor. Among the probable candidates are Mr. 
Mike Maher, a former member of council, Mr. W. 
H. Brotherton, Dr. J.D. Turner and J. T. Pendle- 
ton. As the vacant seat continues for nearly two 
years the list of candidates will probably multiply 
before the election comes

OF THE HISTORY OF THE SMALL- 
POX IN ATLANTA. 
Seventeen Cases to 'Datéj' and Two Deaths—The 
Names of the Patientse—The Action of the Board 
of Health Yesterday — Vaccinat on- A 
Meeting. of the Uitizens Yesterday. 


Yesterday was a quiet day with small-pox. 
Only two cases were found. John Price and 
Thomas Lewis, colored, living at the corner 
of the Air-Line railroad and Beil street, were 
reported,,and on examination by Dr. Mar- 
tin were sent to the pest house. There were 
only a few rumored cases but none of them 
amounted to anything except those men- 
tioned. Night before last a white man named 
Brit Thomson, who lived on King street, 
died. It was reported that he died of smali- 
pox. This was not true, however. Dr. Mar- 
tin examined into the matter and pronounced 
the death the result of measles. The patients 
at the pest house are doing well with the ex- 
ception of Carrie Williams and Jake Barnes. 
There condition is very serious. The number 
of persons now at the pest house with small- 
pox is fifteen. There are five cases of veri- 
oloid. The first case was that of Myra Tate. 
who died. Her case ( ove 
on the third of April. The only other 
death was that of Willis Sorrel who was found. 
dead in the basement of the Willingham 
building. They were both buried near the 
pest house. The cases of small-pox now at the 
pest house are the following: Rachael C. 
Graves, Jake Barnes, Morgan Frix, Aaron 
Johnson, Carrie Johnson, G. H. Holmes, Lula 
Jones, James» Harris, Johm-Rainey, Jolin 
Carter, Sam bogan, Richard Wadley, Jolnson 
Pew, John Price and Thomas Lewis. The 
cases Of varioloid are: Laura Lightower, 
John Hightower, James Hightower, Howard 
Horton and Julian Hill. They are all negroes. 
Dr. Harris, who has charge of the camp, is 
getting along in a very satisfactory way.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 

The bodrd of health met yesterday to see 
what could be done. It was decided to open 
a vaccination oftice on the third floor of the 
station house. Two rooms will be provided— 
one for whitesand one for blacks. The offices 
will be in charge of Dr. John H. Logan, and 
will be open froin 10 a.m. until 4 p.m., com. 
mencing to-morrow. The people are urged to 
vo and be vaccinated, and to send their ser- 
vants. Ima day or two extensive work in 
vaccination will begin. Four extra policemen 
have been detailed to assist the inspectors. 

A CITIZENS MEETING, 

A meeting of citizens was held in the rooms 
of the board of trade yesterday morning, 
ix+-Mayor Hammock was called to the 
chair and Mr. W. H. Scott acted as 
secretary, Councilman Knapp addressed 
the meeting in reference to the action taken 
by the city council. He stated that the mat 
ter was being fully and understandingly 
handled. Dr. Alley made a statement to the 
effect flat not a case of small-pox existed in 
the oity where the vaccination had been suc- 
cessful. He made the statement to show the 
importance of vaccination. Several gentle- 
men spoke of the importance of opening a 
free vaccination office. Mr. McBride read an 
urtice on the suppression of small-pox in II- 
linois which made a good showing in favor of 
vaccination. He advised that twe physicians 
be appointed in each ward to visit the houses 
and vaccinate the inmates. Mr. McBride was 
followed by Major Crane who said that he 
suw no necessity for the meeting, and that it 
was not justified by the present state of af- 
fairs. Major Crane was afraid that the fact 
that a meeting was held would gain publicity 
and lead outsiders to think that small-pox 
had assumed greater foothoid here than the 
facts warrant. He said that one of the 
city papers was publishing what he 
considered the trufh about the small- 
pox while the other was endeavoring te make 
a sensation of it, and togetup an undue 
amount of excitement. He expressed confi- 
dence in the ability of the city suthorities to 
manage the small-pox in.the best way, and 
favored leaving the officials to the work. He 
believed that any action of a citizén’s meet- 
ing would be misconstrued, and moved that 
without any more ado the meeting adjourn. 

Cglonel Maddox spokein favor of taking 
some action. It was suggested that the pro- 
Colonel Maddox 
said that he saw no objection to their being 
published, but ifthe meeting objected he 
would not urge their publication. He ex- 
pressed confidence in the city officials and in 
their ability and interest in suppressing the 
small-pox. He was in favorof taking the sense 
of the meeting on the subject. 

Mr. Weyburn, of the Wheeler & Wilson 
sewing machine company, spoke in favor of 
publishing the proceedings, and said that if 
need be the proceedings should be written 
out and sent to newspapers and published 
even if they had to be paid for. He said that 
any attempt to muzzle the press would bea 
very poor policy. 

Major Cummings spoke in favor of allow- 
ing the proceedings to be published. Colonel 
Maddox introduced the following resolution, 
which was passed: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this 
meeting thatthere is no ground for alarm as 
to the epidemical character of small-pox in 
Atlanta. .That the mayor and council are 
pursuing the proper course both in the treat- 
ment of such cases as haye occurred and in giv- 
ing publicity to authenticated cases, That we 
are in full accord with the mayor and coun- 
cil, and hereby assure them of our hearty co- 
operation and support, That there being 
nothing before this meeting to authorize dis- 
cussion that itdo now adjourn. 

After the adoption of the report the meet- 


ing adjourned.

What Ought te be Done With Him? 

In the present state of public feeling every item 
of interest connected with the dreadful pest is worth 
noting, and all means should be taken to prevent 
the spread of the disease. For the information of 
the public, then, 1 will state what *‘our washer- 
woman”’ to my wife to-day. It was that a 
Colored man told her why the white people (I 
quote) sent the negroes to the pest house—that there 
they could give. them something to kill them: 
further, thatthe white people said there were too 
many negroesin town anzhow. ‘Lhis pestilent fel- 
low is said to be a negro preacher, and such a re- 

rt rife among the negroes is reason for grave 
ears; the tendency, of course, is to cause those who 
may have contracted the disease to shun the au- 
thorities, and by their freelom of movement among 
those of their kind, to contribute directly to its dis- 
semination. CITIZEN. 


Vaceine Agent of the State. 

Asa member of the Loard of education, daily en- 
quiries are made of me in reference to the probable 
extent of the spread of small-pox fin our midst and 
the safety of pupils and the peopie generally. 

In ard to the schools Dam happy to state that 
the childrea have all been successfully vaccinated, 
and they are, therefore, protected; and the same 
many be said of the citizens generally. And the 
only real danger of the spread of the disease is 
along an element of perhaps four or five hundred 
colored people from the rural districts, who float 
and sojourn amongst us and who have not been vac- 
cinated, and who, in their ignorance, seek to avoid 
vaccination, and who have no appreciation of their 
own danger or of the interest and welfare of the 
city. Many of that class have been exposed and 
will probably have the disease. Butitis possible, 
with prompt and decided measures, to forestall aud 
prevent the disease, even in those who have been 
thus exposed. The remedy, and the only one, is 
eg immediate and compulsory vaccination 

“his fact has been tested. and proven in thousands 
of instances, Even in a family where a case breaks 
out the other members inay be protected absolute- 
ly by vaccination, nota single case occurring; or 
should one thus vaccinated chance to become af- 
fected, the case will, in ninety-nine instances in a 
hundred, be nothing worse than varioloid. There 
is, then, no need of serious alarm as to the safety 
of the vast majority of the population. And if 
compulsory vaccination of the floaters be enforeed 
even the business of the city may be saved any se- 
rious loss, for the disease will be throttled in a few 
wecks’ time, and all will be well. T.S. Power.

SOMETHING FOR A DINNER 


Described In a Conversation Between a Grocer and a 
a Nousekeeper. 

“‘T really do not know what to have for din- 
ner,”’ said a housekeeper to her grocer yester- 
day. ‘Itseemsas if I haye to rely upon the 
same, thing every day.”’ 

“The market is full of fresh articles,” re- 
plied the grocer. ‘Perhaps you have not in- 
quired around much,”’ 

‘Weil, what can I get?” 

‘Last week some fine shad—Georgia shad 
from the Etowalr rivér—were put on sale, and 
they make an excellent dinner fish. Then, 
too, I noticed that oneof our fish men had 
on salea fine quality of bream, from Langley, 
South Carolina, as toothsome a breakfast dish 
as you ever tasted. And there is the lake sal- 
mon—?’ 

“That is enough about fish. 
thing else?”’ 

“Yes; there is on market some fine Georgia 
spring lamb—the first of the s€ason.’’ 

‘Please let us get away from the meat and 
the fish.” 

‘Vegetables afe now becoming plentiful. 
We now have from the truck-farms of our 
own vicinity, beets, cabbage, peas and beans, 
and from southern Georgia we have tomatoes, 
onions and sweet potatoes in abundance— 
though the potatoes are held at fancy figures.’

I did not understand at the time the excited 
flush that suddenly succeeded the previous 
palor of apprehension.
